8. Candidates should indicate in the application form their 
order of prcfcrence if they wish to compete for more than 
nnc Service , Due consideration will be given to the pre 
ference mixpressed by a candidate at the time of his applica 
tion , but the Government of India reserves power to assign 
him to ariy Service or branch of Service taking into 
consideration the vacancies available in each Service or branch 
and the aptitude of the candidate . 


Note I. - Sailors (including boys and artificer apprentices ) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their Arst 
prcfcrence. 


Note II. - Candidates who have applied for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy or the Air Force Flying College examination for 
admission to the Air Force Flying College must exercise 
their final option before aclmission to the National Defence 
Academy course .
